Moscow, June 20.—An attempt has 


"been made to assassinate the czar. 
It was frustrated only at the last 
moment. 
The attempt was made at 
the Tsarscoesel, on the eye of the 
court's departure for the Imperial vil- 
la, the new petershof. 


The assassin was cleverly gotton 


Tip for his desperate deed, for he 
•wore the uniform of an 'ottlcer of the 
.first class In the Husslan army. He

had passed the outer circle of guards 
and- was about to gain access to the 
czar's 
apartments when the trlcK

ledge of the secret countersign. 


Secret Guards 
The Belgrade assassinations threw 


the czar Into a terrible state of ner- 
vous prostration 
and extraordinary 
secret precautions were taken, one 
set of the large number of guards 


If It had not been for these extra 


guards the assassin would have been 
successful, for he possessed all the 
countersigns necessary to reach the 
very door of the czar's apartment, 
but here the new secret 
password 


tripped him. 


Me is believed to be an ardent sym- 


pathizer of those who were murdered 
by the Russians at Klshlncff. 


All Is Quiet 


Nothing can be learned further as 
to the details of the attempt on tnc 
life of the Russian ruler, owing to 
the desire of the authorities to keep 
the affair quiet. 
Those close to the 


czar are endeavoring to keep him in 
Ignorance of any knowledge of the 
affair as It Is. known that since t::u 
assassinations of the king and queen 
of Servla he has been extremely ner- 
vous. 


London Shocked 


London, June '20.—The news from 


Moscow of the attempt on the czar's 
life gave London a shock. 
It Is 


well known here that the czar lives 
In constant dread of the axBaslns who 
encircle him. One (ilsjmtch received 
the day alter -the Belgrade horror 
related that the czar was so over- 
come with nervousness that he re- 
tired to his private apartments and 
remained there for twelve 
hours, 


canceling a number of Important en- 
gagements of state. 


Berlin Surprised 


Berlin, June 20.—The nation says 


today that the czar has danger ot 
sharing the fate of Alexander of Ser- 
vla. 
The paper says that there are 


members of the imperial family who 
regard the czar's weakness of char- 
acter as the greatest and most threat- 
ening danger in Ilussla.

Forty years ago today tile city 01 


.Innesvllle was anxiously waiting lor 
word I ruin the trout. 
Particularly 


Vlcksburg. where so many of Janes- 
vIlle.jVMing men were bearing arms 
lor their country. 
Dr. J. U. Whiting 


was In charge or the hospitals there 
and tne following loiter written to 
his family, bearing the date, of June 
10, 1S01. but printed In the Gazette 
of Saturday, June 20, is most Interest- 
ing. 
The doctor's station was lit 


Mllllkens bend on 
the 
.Mississippi, 


above Vlcksburg which 
was then 


closely beslegeu by the Federal army. 


The Leter 
"Before tills reaches you, you will 


have Heard of the raid here, and you 
will, of course, fear for my safety. 
My hospital lias been left nearly un- 
covered for the last few weeks, ami 
I have expected that we should be 
".gobbled" for we seemed to invite* a 
raid. 
We had almost two thousand 


men here In the hospital, whom they 
could take and 
'exchange" for an 


eiiunl number of their lighting men, 
wiiom we hold ns prisoners. 
Besides 


I have In my possession, more man 
u hundred thousand dollars worth ot 
property, which they need. 
. 


The Raid 


Last Saturday atternoon, a negro 


came dashing Into my quarters, on a 
mule, saying tnut the seceshs were 
ccmlng. 
At tne time I supposed It 


was only a scare. 
1 very noon saw 


that the negroes believed It. tor they 
came In swarms down to my hospital 
and passed on to the timber beyond. 
These were mostly women and chil- 
dren. 
Three miles above me a ne- 


gro rlgade had been organizing lor 
a few weeks. 
On these the lury or 


the enemy was spent 
until driven 


back by the gunboats. 
Tiie enemy 


consisted of about 1000 Texas lutan- 
try, under .McCullough. 
brother ot 


the notorious "Ben." Our forces con- 
sisted of the negroes, (parts 01 lour 
regiments) the 153rd, Iowa, and a bat- 
talion of cavalry. 
It Is said that the 


white men all ran, ami from what 
1 saw, I am Inclined to think it may 
be true. 
The battle was nearly two 


miles up the river from my hospital 
but In sight. 
It Is said.that the ne- 


groes fought well, but except for the 
gunboats, they would Ivive been ut- 
terly destroyed. 


Close Quarters 


At one time, the Colonel of .the 23d 


Iowa returned to 
the levee which 


bounds my hospital 
grounds, 
ana 


formed Into line of battle. 
I told 


him I much preferred to take my 
chances rather than Imve him draw 
the enemy Into 
a light where they 


would necessarily fire directly Into 
my camp. 
Nearly one hundred ot 


my boys went out and fell Into line 
with the 23rd Iowa, but the enemy 
did not come down. 
This happened 


on Saturday, but the fight did not oc. 
cur nutll the next day. My camp 
was of course greatly excited, and 
we came near being thrown Into dls. 
order. 


Negroes Wounded 


More than a hundred negroes were 


brought to the contraband depot next 
to my hospital, severely wounded. 
The white men were also brought In. 
Among them are live or six rebels 
My hospital Is very full. 
Tonight 


I have nearly two thousand men In 
It, but I have an order to send eight 
hundred to St. Louis tomorrow. 


and renewing old time friendships. 


MAJOR POND IS 


WELL KNOWiN HERE 


Lived in Janesville Before the War— 


Has a Limb Amputated In New 


York. 


J. M. Pond of N. V., the manager ol 


lecturers and singers has- been forc- 
ed to have his right leg amputated 
to save his life. Major Poiid Is well 
remembered 
In 
Janesvllle by old 


timers. 
He was a young man here 


In war days1 and went to the front in 
01 with a Janesvllle contingent. Be- 
fore the war, he was a typo, and work 
ed both here and In Madison.

Damp lampblack will Ignite from 


the sun's rays, according to a writer 
Jn Cassler's Magazine.

can be said of 
cotton waste moist 


with lard or other .animal oil. Lamp- 
black and a little oil or water will 
under certain conditions. Ignite spon- 
taneously. 
Nitric acid and 
char- 


coal create spontaneous combustion. 
New printer's Ink on paper, when in 
contact with a hot steam pipe will 
Ignite quickly. 
Boiled linseed oil, 


and turpentine in equal parts on col- 
ton waste will Ignite In a few hours 
under a mild heat and will In time 
create enough heat to Ignite spon- 
taneously.

On those June night no band mu-

a 
still wilder and less known wilder- 
ness and to the eastward to meet the 
coming civilization.

otllce at Milwaukee to confirm a sale. 
At this time land here sold for $1.^6 
per acre.

ried their money, gold or silver, wltn 
them in a peck measure, as paper

on.- 


These were the days of "wild cat- 
money, and anyone could start a bank 
and issuo a lot of paper dollars. Une 
day they might be worth something 
and the next be without value. Set- 
tlers were always*ln'a hurry to pay 
their bills with this currency.
